Wilson, perhaps dead or terrribly maimed, the six men who left 
Pasadena Saturday afternoon in the balloon America, and have 
not been seen or heard from since, are believed to have been located.

The lost balleonists who went up 
from Pasadena Saturday afternoon, 
have been located, through the assist- 
ance of Chief Ranger George Cron 
of the Angeles Forest Reserve, who 
lives at Sierra Madre. Whether the 
six men arealive or dead is not 
known, as the place where the balloon 
came down is an almost inaccessible 
cafion on the southwest slope of Mt. 
Wilson. 
) Crow will take a gang of men into 
the cafion this morning, by command 
of Forest ‘Supervisor Chariton, and a 
trail will be cut through the chaparral 
for the pufpose of rescuing the party, 
if alive, or discovering the bodies, if 
killed when the balloon came down. 
Chief Ranger Crow was at his home 
in Sierra Madre Saturday night, and 
about 7 o’clock he saw a light flash- 
ing on the upper slope of Mt. Wilson. 
He thought it was a brush fire at first, 
but it began to move rapidly across 
the cafions. 
The sight was so peculiar that he 
called his wife to look at it, in order te 
make sure that he saw aright. They 
both watched it for a te moments, 
and then it began to descend very 
fast, and disappeared behind the rim 
of a cafion about three miles up the 
mountain. 

SEES FALLING LIGHT. 
“I had been feeding my horse and 
was returning to the house when I 
first saw the light,” said Crow last 
night. “At the time I was very much 
mystified, but I did not have any time 
to investigate the matter Sunday morn- 
ing, as I had to go into the mountains 
very early. The first that I knew of tae 
we balloon was when I returned to- 
night. 
“The last time I saw the light it was 
going down so fast as to be almost 
falling, and it the balloon containing 
the six came down that fast, all 
of them must have been hurt, if not

QUESTION MARKS. 

The unanswered question is: “What 
happened to the balloon Saturday 
night?“ 

Did Capt. Mueller realize that some 
accident was about to happen and flash 
the lamp constantly, during the time 
that Crow was watching from his 
home in Sierra Madre? 

When the light fell straieht down— 
still flashing—and disappeared behind 
the cafion rim, was the fearless aéro- 
naut going down to his death, but still 
sending out the signal to tell some one 
— ~ great blackness below, where to 
ook’ 


No answer can be made unless the 
search today reveals at least one pas- 
senger in the car alive, and able to tell 
what happened. 

‘The belief of other aégronauts ac- 
quainted with the. situation is that 
this light marked the course and end 
of the balloon’s flight: They attribute 
the sudden fall to the rapid condensa- 
tion of the gas. 

Weather conditions on Mt. Wilson 
Saturday night bear out this theory. 
Snow began to fal above the 4000- 
foot level shortly after 6 o'clock, fol- 
lowed by a rapid drop in temperature. 
Compared with the spot where the 
light was seen to fall into the cafion, 
the balloon must have been at an al- 
titude of 6000 feet when first seen by 
Chief Ranger Crow. 

ONLY LINE BALLAST. 

Cold air striking the balloon would 
cause it to lose its buoyancy. The 
atronaut meets this emergency by 
throwing out ballast. Often he has to 
throw out several sacks to overcome 
the change of conditions. 

Capt. Mueller was seriously handi- 
capped by lack of ballast at the start, 
and he used nearly all of it in getting 
away from Altadena When last seen 
at Pasadena, Mueller was guiding the 
balloon north, toward Mt. Lowe. re 
was a current of cold air blowing down 
the cafion between Mt. Lowe and Mt. 
Wilson. Evidently the balloon struck 
this current, for when the light was 
first seen by Crow, it was moving

They proceeded 
to hedge it around with all sorts of checks and 
counter-checks in order to protect the people them- 
selves in times of hysteria. So for 130 years laws 
have been made, not directly by the people, but in 
municipal matters by City Councils, in State mat- 
ters by Legislatures, and in national affairs by

The truth is that Germany is a far greater mili- 
tary nation than Great Britain, whose soldiers have 
faced no white man in battle since the Crimean 
War except in the two conflicts with the Boers. The 
Germans have always been military in their ten- 
deneics. When there was no nation of Germans but 
a medley of petty states, their people went forth in 
great numbers seeking service as soldiers of for- 
tune and were always in demand. In the armies 
of France and Spain of former centuries we find 


have been natives of various German states. The no- 
torious Weyler is probably a descehdant of one, as 
his name indicates. Among the leaders of Britain's 
armiés in William of Orange’s time we find not a 
few Teutonic warriors. Great Britain's employ-

Today the 
Kaiser's aggressive policy is building warships and 
at the same time striving to establish a vast mer- 
chant marine on every sea. While Britain is still 
far, far ahead, the Germans are improving their 
sea forces more rapidly by far and more thor- 
eughly than Great Britain is building up her land 
armament. 

Germany and all the continental nations have 
discarded the purely professional army. Officers 
are professionals, soldiers for life; so are some of 
issioned officers; but the ranks are 
filled by conscription, based upon the theory that 
the defense of the nation is the highest duty of 
every citizen or subject and should never be left 
to those who make war a trade. After a short 
term each man passes into civil fife, a trained sol- 
dier, ready to take up arms on call. 

Great Britain, the last to admit the strictly pro- 
fessional army, will be the last to discard it, if she 
ever does. The average Britisher of the middle 
classes, professional men and the upper workmen, 
pays his taxes to hire others to fight. The aris- 
tocracy furnishes the officers usually and the poor- 
est class—frequently the dregs of the population— 
fills the ranks. 

Since the Boer War the retention of men for 
life, or until past all usefulness, has been largely 
abolished by Britain. Men of forty and over, after 
years of army life, were too frequently found unfit 
for the real hardships of the field. Now the sol- 
dier enlists for twelve years, of which part is 
usually spent with the colors and part with the re- 
serve, the period being optional. Consent of the 
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eclonel is required to pass the full time in aetive 
service. Reénlistment is allowed only to excep- 
tional men, generally non-commissioned _ officers. 
Thus more men are trained for war, and in part 
one of the great weaknessey of a strictly profes- 
sional army is overcome, as m case of heavy losses 
the ranks do not have to be filled entirely with un- 


trained men, wholly unfit for the work. After |

BEFORE AGENT. 


SAN GABRIEL CANYON LANDE 
ARE INSPECTED.

Examiner Makes inspection of 
Holdings on the Mountains for 
Which Settlers Are Anxious to Ob- 
tain Titles—Trails and Fire-Breaks 
to Be Put ein Order Before Summer. 


AZUSA, March 2.—United States 
Land Examiner Godwin has been sent 
out from San Francisco on a tour of 
inspection through the San Gabriel 
Cafion. 

A few months ago the San Gabriel 
National Forest Reserve was thrown 
open to settlement. Any piece of land 
more valuable for agriculture than for 
any other purpose can be taken up as 
an agricultural claim. 

A law recently enacted allows a 
man to take up a plece of land which 
he thinks may be fit for agricultural 
purposes, live on it long enough to 
preve whether or not it is so, and if 
it is. the time taken up by the experi- 
ment is counted on the five years of 
residence necessary for him to secure 
a homestead. 

Several people in the cafion, who 
have lived for years on mineral claims, 
bet who have been unable to secure 
a living off them, have asked the gov- 
ernment to permit them to take them 
up as agricultural claims. The visit 
of Mr. Godwin is for the purpose of 
examining into this matter. 

Land not fit for mineral claims, or 
not valuable for the timber on it, can 
be thus taken up. There is not much 
of such land in the ecafion, but the 
bed of the San Gabriel River was once 
from 100 to 200 feet higher than it. 
now is, and there are many little 
“benches” on the mountain sides 
where there is good soil, which was 
left when the water receded. Most of 
these are in the main cafion, above the 
Forks. 

By transforming his mineral claim 
into an agricultural one, the settler is 
able to “prove up” on it, and secure 
a title to the land. 

The forest supervisor has received 
from Los Angeles county $5000, with 
which to improve that portion of t 
San Gabriel reserve situated in 
county. 

Forest Ranger Robert H. Hiett has 
a force of seven men working on the 
Rincon trail, and all trails and fre- 
breaks will be cleaned and put in or- 
der as completely as possible before 
the summer. 

O. J. Berner, Santa Fé station agent, 
had as his guest recently H. I. Rus- 
sell, superintendent of the U. V. and 
F. Rallroad, which runs between Jer- 
ome and Jero Junction, Ariz. The 
distance is thirteen miles as the crow 
flies, but the railroad connecting them 
is twenty-six miles long, and it is 
probably the crookedest in the world. 
It was built with the greatest difficulty, 
and cost several million dollars. It 
has ninety-six bridges and many cuts 
and tunnels, and its scenery is said 
to be equal to anything in the Grand 
Cafion.
